A DRIVER who mowed 
down a mother in Dudley 
when he mounted the pave¬ 
ment while “showing off’ in 
his BMW has been jailed for 
two-and-half years and 
banned for five. 

Victim Julie Doswell 
pushed her daughter and 
friend aside before being 
pinned to a wall. 

The 48-year-old almost 
lost a leg when 23-year-old 
Subhan Nawaz hit her. 

Nawaz was “fishtailing” 
with smoke pouring from 
the screeching tyres of the 
BMW M3 convertible when 
he lost control in High 
Street. 

The car mounted the 
pavement mowing down 
Mrs Doswell, her 15-year- 
old daughter Alex and friend 
Lucy Waterson who had just 
left The Venue restaurant at 
10.30pm, prosecutor Miss 
Helena Miller told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

Mrs Doswell suffered mul¬ 
tiple fractures and spent 
three months in hospital. 

Mrs Doswell, who said 
Nawaz was showing off, was 
not in court but said in a 
statement: “My life has been 
turned upside down and I 
am totally dependent on my 
husband.” 

Mr Andrew Molloy, 
defending, said: “This vehi¬ 
cle had been given to him by 
his father who very much 
regrets the present.” 

Nawaz, from Wellington 
Road, Dudley admitted dan¬ 
gerous driving and inflicting 
grievous bodily harm.

If 
the residents had been aware of the exis¬ 
tence of the trust and the covenant then 
there would have been many more objec¬ 
tions.” Friends group member Harry 
Bloomer confirmed a letter had been sent 
from the organisation’s solicitors to Dudley 
Council seeking answers on the trust.

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Rounding up horses costs £150,000 


ALMOST £150,000 has been spent 
on rounding up stray horses in Dud¬ 
ley borough in the past two years, 
new figures show. 

Officials from Dudley Council say 
they are committed to tackling the 
problem and are working with the 
RSCPA and police. 

Further talks are also planned to 
discuss how to improve the welfare 
of strays seen grazing in the bor¬ 
ough. Latest figures show 257 


horses were impounded across Dud¬ 
ley between April 2011 and last 
month as the authority grappled to 
get a grip on the problem. 

In total, £75,484 was spent on 
rounding up horses in 2011-12 and 
£72,620 has so far been paid out 
during this financial year. 

The council has paid a horse 
bailiff to seize horses seen illegally 
grazing on council-owned land. 

It has also been forced to pay out 


for a contractor to collect horses 
found straying into roads under an 
arrangement reached between coun¬ 
cil officers and police. 

Officials revealed, through a Free¬ 
dom of Information request, that 
only seven horses were successfully 
reunited with their owners in the 
past two years. One that was 
impounded had to be put down. 

The council has previously con¬ 
firmed more than 170 horses which 


were found to be strays were re¬ 
homed while a further 59 are wait¬ 
ing to be found new owners. 

But they moved to allayed fears, 
stating no horses impounded had 
been being slaughtered for the 
human food chain in light of the 
recent horse meat scandal. 

The council took action to reduce 
the number of wandering horses 
after complaints about them run¬ 
ning into the road. 


Murder suspect tells of 
agony waiting for trial 


MURDER suspect Luke Walker has spoken of 
his daily agony as he braces himself for the 
fight to clear his name in a Greek court - 
three years after the death of the girlfriend 
with whom he had hoped to spend his life. 


Luke, now aged 25, of 
Brierley Hill, said he is 
haunted 24 hours a day by 
thoughts of the trial and the 
loss of girlfriend Chelsea 
Hyndman. 

He has twice visited her 
grave in her hometown of 
Castleford, Yorkshire, to lay 
flowers since being allowed 
bail to return to the UK 
when his trial was adjourned 
in October. It is expected to

resume in Crete on May 28 - 
and, if found guilty of batter¬ 
ing Chelsea to death on the 
holiday isle in May 2010, he 
faces a life sentence. 

But he and his family, who 
have already run up 
£210,000 in legal and travel¬ 
ling bills, with an estimated 
£60,000 more to find, are 
convinced he will be cleared. 

Luke, who works for his 
father Patrick’s company 
Walker’s Electrics, Brierley 
Hill, said: “Mentally it’s 
draining, it’s on my mind 
day and night. My family 
and friends help me through 
the tough days. 

“I train a lot at the David 
Lloyd gym in Pensnett and I 
try to work at least four days

a week, although I’m con¬ 
stantly tired. I’m trying to 
concentrate on getting ready 
for the trial - I’d go tomor¬ 
row if I could to clear my 
name. 

“I’m confident of the out¬ 
come because I’m innocent 
but there’s still that doubt 
and I’m really worried every 
day. 

“If I’m found guilty of 
murder I could face life, 
which could be about 20 
years, although if I’m found 
guilty of a lesser charge it 
could be less. 

“I haven’t been offered a 
plea bargain but if I was I’d 
turn it down because I am 
innocent and want to clear 
my name completely.” 

Luke, of Gayfield Avenue, 
Withymoor, claims he took 
Chelsea to hospital after she 
progressively felt ill follow¬ 
ing a night out with girl¬ 
friends in Malia, Crete, 
where they were living and 
working in bars. 

Some of those friends 
have since come forward to 
say she fell in the street dur¬ 
ing the night out and the 
family now has medical evi¬ 
dence the injuries that led to 
her death are consistent 
with that incident. 

Luke first visited his girl¬ 
friend’s grave with his 
father and mother Lindy 
and has returned since with 
a group who were friends of 
both him and Chelsea. 

“Visiting her grave was 
upsetting but she was the 
person I wanted to spend my 
life with, and I just had to 
go,” said Luke. 

Patrick, 55, and Lindy, 61, 
have remortgaged the family 
home, and friends and rela¬ 
tives are busy raising funds 
towards the legal fight.

'Drinking den' death fall 


A MAN accidentally plummeted more than 
20ft to his death from the window of a 
“drinking den” after his brother locked him 
in the flat, an inquest heard. 

David Lewandowski, aged 50 - described 
by his daughter as “chirpy” - used a curtain 
rail and pelmet to try to climb out. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain, 
recording a verdict of accidental death, said: 
“Whether deliberate or not is not clear - but 
Mr Lewandowski got locked in, apparently 
by his brother, and decided he would get out. 

“He was clearly not trying to kill himself 
and there was nothing suspicious.” 

Mr Lewandowski, an unemployed roofer, 
of Cavalier Drive, Halesowen, had 238mg 
alcohol in his blood - nearly three times the 


drink drive limit. Pc Ian Priest told the Dud¬ 
ley inquest Mr Lewandowski was conscious 
in the back of an ambulance when he 
arrived at the flat at 5.30pm on August 13. 

“He said he had fallen out of the window 
and I could see the window was open,” 
added Pc Priest. Mr Lewandowski died the 
next day in Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
from extensive bleeding caused by multiple 
injuries 

DS Neil Bason said Mr Lewandowski’s 
younger brother Zenon had gone out and 
locked the door. After the inquest he said he 
believed the flat had been used as a “drink¬ 
ing den”. Mr Lewandowski’s daughter Zara, 
said after the hearing: “My dad was happy, 
chirpy and liked to crack a joke.” 


Forecourt

A CRACKDOWN has been 
launched on drivers who do 
not pay for their fuel after a 
spate of thefts at petrol sta¬ 
tions in Brierley Hill. 

Police will be stepping up 
patrols and encouraging sta¬ 
tion bosses to share details 
on suspects as part of Fore¬ 
court Watch. 

The initiative will start at 
Asda, Merry Hill; Shell, 
Brettle Lane, Jet, Dudley 
Road, and BP Snax, Ped- 
more Road. 

It follows 16 fuel thefts in 
the ward so far this year, 
including 12 at the Asda sta¬ 
tion, three at Shell and one 
at Snax.

Taxis to seek legal advice in white cars row

TAXI drivers will seek legal advice 
before deciding whether to launch a 
fresh challenge to Dudley Council’s 
policy for only allowing white cars to 
be used for private hire. 

More than 1,000 drivers and cus¬ 
tomers had signed a petition calling for 
the rules to be changed. 

Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation said drivers were finding white 
cars too expensive. 

They had asked the council’s taxis 
committee to consider introducing a 
second colour but councillors voted by 
a narrow margin of five to four to reject 


the proposal amid safety fears at a 
meeting. 

The single colour scheme was intro¬ 
duced in 2006 to make licensed vehi¬ 
cles easily identifiable. 

But, Shaz Saleem, who runs two taxi 
bases in the borough and is chairman 
of the association, had argued that the 
difference in cost between white and 
silver coloured cars could be as much 
as £2,000. 

He told the committee he believed 
customers were used to seeing both 
white and silver private hire vehicles 
due to neighbouring boroughs having 


different colours. He said he was “dis¬ 
appointed” by the decision not to 
change the policy. 

“We will be seeking legal advice to 
see what steps we take now. 

“I don’t feel it was a common sense 
approach and is not in the best inter¬ 
ests of the drivers in the trade.” 

Councillor Jackie Cowell said: “We 
do need a distinctive colour in the 
borough to make the vehicles recognis¬ 
able in case a serious incident occurs. 

“White cars are good because even 
in the dark, you can tell it’s a white 
car.” 


Support grows tar restoring 
glass memorial to Churchill 


SUPPORT for a campaign to restore a famous 
stained glass memorial to Winston Churchill 
in Dudley is growing - with two residents, who 
have a special attachment to the piece, 
adding their voices. 

Calls to restore the memorial and bring it back to the 
town were made last week by town MP Ian Austin. And he 
said the plan had received “huge support” from residents in 


the town who remembered 
the mosaic when it was dis¬ 
played in the Churchill 
Precinct. 

Among those backing the 
scheme include widow 
Phyllis Coyle, who has cam¬ 
paigned tirelessly to get 
recognition for soldiers who 
served on the Arctic 
Convoys during the Second 
World War. 

Mrs Coyle lived above the 
Churchill Precinct for 
decades and was there on 
the day the memorial was 
first unveiled in 1969. 

Her husband Mick, who 
served on the Arctic 
Convoys delivering vital 
supplies to Russia, was 
responsible for looking after 
the glass panels. 

He was also part of the 
efforts to prevent it being 
taken down in the early- 
1990s. 

Mrs Coyle, aged 84, of 
Derwent Close, Pensnett, 
said: “I lived above the 
precinct and it was a beauti¬ 
ful memorial. It would be 
great if we could get this 
memorial restored to 
remember Winston 

Churchill and what he did 
during the war. You do not 
want things like this to be 
shoved in a cupboard.”

Second World War veteran 
and British Legion leader 
Gordon Willetts. 

Mr Willetts said restora¬ 
tion of the mosaic would be 
the perfect way to mark the 
50th anniversary of Mr 
Churchill’s death in 2015. 

Mr Austin said: “The 
response since I launched 
the campaign has been over¬ 
whelming. Residents really 
want to see this happen. 

“I am going to be speaking 
to the council to find out 
exactly what remains of the 
memorial and what state it 
is in. 

“Then we are going to 
work with glass experts, 
local colleges and others to 
see how it can be restored 
and see where the tribute 
could go.” 

Mr Austin has previously 
said he planned to talk with 
owners of the Churchill 
Precinct to see if the mosaic 
could be returned. 

If not, it could be dis¬ 
played in one of the town’s 
museums or even a new 
development. 

The 17-stained glass 
panels were designed by 
world-renowned artist 
Edward Bainbridge Copnall.

^Tragedy makes parents 
^of grandad and grannie 


FAMILY tragedy has led to grandparents Geoff 
and June Green stepping into the breach to 
bring up their teenage grandson. 

Geoff, aged 83, and his 79-year-old wife are now contending 
with school runs and computer games as they take on the role 
of parents to 14-year-old Geoffrey Smith. The couple, who 
were teenage sweethearts and will celebrate their diamond 
wedding on March 21, were 
rocked by a terrible year in 
2011, when two of their three 
children died. 

In February 2011, they 
took young Geoffrey into 
their home in Summer 
Street, Kingswinford, be¬ 
cause of the long-term illness 
of his mother, their daughter, 

Jacqueline. 

Just a month earlier, their 
other daughter, Angela, who 
lived in Spain, died at the age 
of 47 from peritonitis. 

Jacqueline, a single mum, 
of Park Street, Kingswin¬ 
ford, then died in December 
2011, aged 53. 

“It was a dreadful time for 
us,” said June, who is treas¬ 
urer of the Good Compan¬ 
ions Club in High Street, 

Kingswinford, where she and 
Geoff go for weekly Thurs¬ 
day social afternoons with 
other pensioners. 

“But, when Jacqueline 
was so ill, we took our grand¬ 
son in because we wanted to 
keep him with us - we didn’t 
want him to be fostered out. 

“Our lives have been 
turned upside down but he’s 
a good lad really and well 
behaved. 

“He doesn’t play loud 
music but he likes all those

computer games. ” Geoffrey is 
full of admiration for his 
grandparents, saying: “It’s 
like a normal family life with 
them and I love them both to 
bits. 

“I think they are very lucky 
to be this old and still 
together after 60 years 
married.” 

June added: “Geoff and I 
work as a team - he drives us 
to places, like if we have to 
pick Geoffrey up from Sum- 
merhill School after his 
weekly day at Halesowen 
College, and sometimes I’ll go 
on the bus back from some¬ 
where with our grandson. 

“It’s been a good while 
since we were looking after a 
teenager - but we’re learning 
all the time. It will either kill 
us or keep us young. ” 

Geoff, a retired carpenter 
at Hickman’s builders in 
Brockmoor, Brier ley Hill, and 
June met when she was 15 
and he was 18 while they 
were out with friends in the 
George VI Park, Kingswin¬ 
ford. He was living at the 
famous Crooked House pub 
in Himley, which his father, 
Samuel, kept for 25 years.

A MAN who used a baseball 
bat and knife to rob mobile 
phones has been locked up for 
two years. 

Shaquille Thomas-Hodge, 
aged 18, struck first at the 
Merry Hill shopping centre 
where he and an accomplice 
attacked two people, a judge 
heard.

An epidemic 
of loneliness 

OLDER people are in the grip of a loneliness 
epidemic, according to new research. 

More than 66 million hours are spent 
alone by people over 65 in Britain daily - 
equivalent to each spending more than 100 
days alone each year, the study found. 

The survey for the Associated Retirement 
Community Operators (Arco), found that a 
quarter feel lonely some or most of the time. 

Almost one in five of over 75s sometimes 
go a full weekend without seeing and speak¬ 
ing to another person. The survey of 1,030 
people over 65 found they spend an average 
of 6.4 waking hours alone daily. 

When people were asked what worried 
them most about getting older, poor health 
was top with 32 per cent, but having to leave 
the family home most concerned four per 
cent. Almost three quarters have not made 
any changes to the way they live, or made 
any preparations for their changing housing 
needs. 

Eileen War-Birch, Wolverhampton Pen¬ 
sioners’ Convention secretary, said there 
were a lot of lonely people who wouldn’t see 
people for days on end.

Councillor Sparks last week ruled out 
hopes to build a stadium on Castle Hill but 
did welcome fresh talks in a bid to find a new 
site suitable for speedway. 

“I’m very eager to have talks and hear the 
club’s suggestions and they only have to 
make contact with my office at the council,” 
he said. “Castle Hill is not a suitable site for 
speedway and we are already progressing 
with plans with the three attractions. 

“I would hope that we would be able place 
the Heathens in Dudley or Sandwell but I 
personally don’t know of a suitable site.”

Teamwork breaks the 
cycle of re-offending

The Dudley borough policing 
team has been praised for its 
success in tackling re-offend- 
ing. ALEX ROSS reports 


CRIMINAL re-offending is 
being tackled better in Dudley 
borough, which includes Stour¬ 
bridge, than it is in any other 
local authority area in the 
country, according to new 
figures. 

And the borough’s policing team is an 
example to follow for forces across the 
country. 

The borough’s re-offending manage¬ 
ment police team was described as the 
“beacon for Dudley” by Deputy Police 
and Crime Commissioner Yvonne Mos¬ 
quito during a visit to officers. 

The figures from the Ministry of 
Justice showed adult re-offending in 
Dudley was 31 per cent lower than Gov¬ 
ernment predictions, making it the best 
performing local authority area in 
England and Wales. 

Mrs Mosquito, who was appointed with 
her boss Bob Jones last year, spent time 
with officers at Brierley Hill police 
station with the force’s Deputy Chief 
Constable Dave Thompson last week. 

Integrated 

She told officers: “I am very proud of 
you all. You have done very well and I 
hope we can use you as a model for the 
whole of the West Midlands. 

“You are at the top of the top division 
for your work, you are the beacon for 
Dudley.” 

The figures follow a six-figure invest¬ 
ment 18 months ago which, despite cuts 
to the police service, was pushed through 
to help the force bring down re-offending. 

Within the integrated offender man¬ 
agement service, six-officer teams are 
responsible for each of the three borough 
wards - Dudley North, Dudley South and 


Stourbridge and Halesowen. Linking 
with partnership agencies such as 
Dudley Council and the West Midland 
Probation Service, the teams follow 
high and medium risk criminals 
through a computing system. 

Low risk criminals are monitored by 
neighbourhood policing teams. 

The system allows the offender man¬ 
agement service to continually score 
each criminal and take intervention 
action when necessary. Measures 
include home visits and drug rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

Each ward in the borough has about 


35 high-risk and 125 medium-risk 
offenders. Mr Thompson said: “Thanks 
to the investment we were able to triple 
the number of officers on the service 
across the force. We did this, despite the 
cuts, because we believe this is a key pri¬ 
ority for the force. 

“A lot of their work is done behind the 
scenes and won’t be seen by the public, 
but it is working and the re-offending 
rate in the Dudley borough and across 
the force is dropping. 

“This results in an overall crime 
reduction.” 

He added: “I’m delighted with the 


work done by everyone here. It proves 
that with the right investment focused 
on the right area, real results can 
happen.” 

Future investment is to be made into 
the service’s ICT system which provides 
graphs showing each monitored 
offender’s criminal activity and the 
interventions which have taken place. 

Supporting the police are a wide range 
of partnership agencies including 
Dudley Council, the probation service, 
Cranstoun housing association and the 
NHS. 

Cranstoun is a contractor which 
manages drug rehabilitation centre 
Atlantic House, in Dudley Road, Dudley, 
and a drop-in drug support service at The 
Gallery, in Castle Street, Dudley. 

Team leader Steven Perrin said the 
service at Atlantic House supported 
about 850 drug users, offering overdose 
management, drug testing and help sur¬ 
geries as well as treatment. 

He said: “The success of the figures is 
down to the close partnership between 
the police and all the agencies.” 

Addictions 

The Gallery was set up primarily to 
help people affected by drug or alcohol 
addiction and it provides support 
through groups and recovery sessions. 
Mr Perrin said: “We are here to help 
people change their lives, leave behind 
their addictions and create stable lives.” 

Integrated offender management 
service member Clive Steedman praised 
the work of the partner agencies. 

He said: “The key to our success is that 
we all work together. When someone 
needs help, it cannot just come from the 
police. It has to be a team effort from all 
angles of that person’s life to help them 
change.” 

As well as the low re-offending rates, 
police in Dudley can also boast of a drop 
in crime, including a fall in burglary 
rates of 40 per cent. 

Neighbouring teams in Walsall, 
Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Solihull and 
Birmingham have also seen a drop in 
crime rates over the past decade.

I AM intrigued to read of the intention of the management 
of Russells Hall Hospital to reduce expenditure by having 
staff wash their own uniforms. 

It wasn’t so long ago that strict instructions NOT to leave 
hospital premises in uniform were given so that working 
clothes could be laundered on site. 

Reasons given for this were mainly to restrict the spread 
of infections such as C.diff, Norovirus, MRSA and other less 
ominous microbes. I assume these have not gone away. 

It doesn’t need any ‘indelicate’ listing of the body materi¬ 
als a nurse, say, may come in to contact with on a daily basis. 
It is more likely they will transmit pathogenic microbes, 
however unintentionally, to persons coming in contact with 
clothing. Clothing will probably have to be laundered sepa¬ 
rately and at maximum machine temperature. I assume all 
have washing machines and dryers. 

Overall, and considering green issues, is it not far better 
from an environmental point of view to have one large spe¬ 
cialised unit laundering staff clothes rather than hundreds 
of separate washing machines and tumble dryers whirring 
away all over the area?

VISITORS to West Midland Safari 
Park are being invited to have a 
behind-the-scenes look at the attrac¬ 
tion’s rhino facilities as part of a 
scheme to highlight the poaching 
epidemic in Africa.

Getting glimpse of life 
at war training camp 


IT contains cartoons, mes¬ 
sages and poems scrib¬ 
bled down by soldiers and 
gives a unique insight into 
life during the First World 
War. 

And now the autograph book 
belonging to Gladys Harvey will go 
on display at Shugborough Hall 
Museum next year to mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the conflict. 

Gladys was a volunteer in her 
early 20s in the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps (WAAC), working 
in the canteen on the Brocton 
Camp, Cannock Chase, between 
1917 and 1918. 

While there, soldiers would regu¬ 
larly make entries in her book. 

Examples of these include a 
cheeky cartoon depicting Gladys 
picking blueberries, as well as cari-

catures of soldiers. It is also filled 
with humorous poems and rhymes. 

One reads: “The happiest 
moments of my life were spent in 
the arms of another man’s wife (my 
mother).” 

This was left by a G Mainland on 
December 12, 1918. 

A more melancholy entry is a 
poem left by Gladys herself in 
October 1917. 

It says: “I walked by myself, 
talked to myself, and that very 
same self said to me, look after 
thyself, take care of thyself, as 
nobody cares for thee.” 

The book was donated to the 
county of Staffordshire by Gladys’ 
son-in-law in 1995 following her 
death. 

Museum development officer 


Helen Johnson, described the book 
as “unique in bringing the whole 
conflict to life”. 

She added: “This is such a unique 
object in our collections at the 
museum. 

“It is a fascinating piece of 
history telling us about one individ¬ 
ual’s experiences working at the 
Brocton Camp. 

“It’s full of quirky poems and pic¬ 
tures and some quite emotive notes 
from soldiers who wrote in it. 

“It’s a terribly fascinating item 
which we really treasure in our col¬ 
lection. It brings the whole conflict 
to life by having something which 
you can hold and read.” 

The First World War training 
camps over the Chase were the 
biggest in Europe, with thousands 
of men travelling there from across 
the UK and further afield to 
prepare for life on the front line.

Postie kept 
hundreds of 
letters‘out 
of stupidity' 


A POSTMAN has admitted hoarding mail after 
hundreds of postal packets were discovered 
at his and his ex-girlfriend’s homes. 

Jamie Paterson said it “was out of stupidity” he kept hold 
of the 486 addressed letters and 161 door-to-door leaflets 
during two stints serving as a postman in Brierley Hill and 
Kidderminster. Paterson was also found to have kept 23 
Lovefilm DVD packages ■ by AleX ROSS 
including two which had M 1 _ 


been opened and were 
missing contents. 

Appearing at Dudley Mag- 
istrates’ Court, Paterson, 
aged 38, pleaded guilty to 
delaying post and theft. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler said Paterson had 
betrayed the trust of the 
public and sent the case to 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentencing. 

Mr John Dove, prosecut¬ 
ing for Royal Mail, told the 
court Paterson, of Sedgley 
Road East, Tipton, had first 
worked as a postman for 
eight days in Kidderminster 
in July 2008. 

He then worked for 
almost two years in Brierley 
Hill from November 2010 
until October last year, 
when his former partner 
found bags of unopened mail 
Paterson had put in her 
garage in Brierley Hill. 

In total, 296 addressed 
letters and packages were 
found along with 110 door- 


to-door promotional leaflets, 
some dating back to 2008 
and addressed to homes in 
Kidderminster. 

Police then found 190 
letters and packages and 51 
leaflets dating back as far as 
March 2011 at his home 
address in Tipton. These 
included 23 Lovefilm DVD 
packages. 

Mr Dove said: “In police 
interview Mr Paterson was 
somewhat equivocal in 
explanation for what had 
happened. 

“He said he had an argu¬ 
ment with his ex-girlfriend, 
went to her home address 
and said he must have acci¬ 
dentally left mail and forgot¬ 
ten about it. 

Mrs Vanita Joshi, defend¬ 
ing, said he had not opened 
any of the mail, but admitted 
he had breached the trust of 
the public. 

Paterson will be sen¬ 
tenced at the crown court on 
April 12.

'Needless' traffic lights 
causing driver tailbacks 


DRIVERS in Dudley claim they are 
facing delays of more than 30 
minutes to travel just half-a-mile 
due to “horrendous” queues 
caused by controversial traffic 
lights. 

Residents have long called for the signals 
at the junction of Amblecote High Street 
and Trefoil Gardens to be removed as they 
say they disrupt the flow of traffic. They are 
one of three sets of lights between Vicarage 
Road, in Amblecote, and Mill Race Lane, 
Stourbridge, a distance of only a few 
hundred yards. Plans to remove them were 
announced in 2011 but were scrapped by 
Dudley Council. 

That followed a study which revealed the 
work would cost around £80,000. 

But calls have now been raised again to 
take action over the “unnecessary” set of 
lights amid claims the problem with traffic 
at busy times is getting worse. 

Dudley Council said it was aware of the 
situation and pledged to deal with the 
problem when cash became available. 

Councillor Pat Martin said had been inun¬ 
dated with emails and messages from 
furious residents demanding something be 
done about the lights. 

“I have experienced this problem myself,” 
she said. “One day I turned out of Collis 
Street and it took more than half-an-hour to 
get to Vicarage Road - a journey of about a 
minute or so. 

“This was because of the amount of traffic 
built up because of the lights at the junction 
of Trefoil Gardens.”

78 jobs are lost as sofa 
firm hit by cash problem 


NEARLY 80 workers have been 
made redundant after the col¬ 
lapse of a furniture firm in 
Kingswinford - just six months 
after it was saved from another 
crisis. 

Cashflow problems led to administrators 
being appointed in a bid to rescue uphol¬ 
stery manufacturer The Sofa Club, which 
was previously known as Kevin France 
Upholstery. 

But it has now been revealed that a buyer 
could not be found for the business this time 
round and the factory has shut down. 

The Sofa Club in First Avenue, on the 
Pensnett Trading Estate, was formed when 
TD Upholstery Ltd bought Kevin France 
Upholstery last August for £55,000. 

It was a “pre-pack” deal, a term used for a 
quick sale of a company, negotiated before 
administrators are appointed. 

The furniture firm then slimmed down 
from 100 workers to 78. 

However, the business ran into difficulties 
again and the directors called in Stephen 
Clancy and Philip Duffy of worldwide finan¬ 
cial advisory and investment banking firm 
Duff & Phelps. 

The joint administrators, who were 
appointed on February 22, tried in vain to 
find a buyer but eventually had to make all 
78 staff redundant four days later. 

Stephen Clancy, of Duff & Phelps, said: 
“We were appointed to sell the business as a 
going concern and had discussions with a 
number of interested parties. 

“However, the negotiations were ulti¬ 
mately unsuccessful.

She was accompanied by 
Villa mascot Chip and 
Owen’s grandparents, Sue 
and Colin Pearson, as she 
placed a bouquet of flowers 
under a plaque which reads: 
“Owen Jeremy - smiling 
down on us.” 

Fundraising included a 
balloon release and a spon¬ 
sored “bounce”. 

The bouncy castle session 
raised £2,700 on its own and 
parents, children and staff 
have given generously to the 
cause. Headteacher Dave 
Rowe said the result was 
“fantastic”.

Depressed 
car killer 
jailed for 
nine years 

A MAN who used a car to 
mow down and kill a per¬ 
ceived love rival at Jubilee 
Park, Tipton, was jailed for 
nine years after admitting 
manslaughter. 

David Powell, walking a 
dog with Jane Parkes, was 
sent flying into the air after 
being hit by Malcolm 
Parkes’s Vauxhall Astra. 

The widowed father-of- 
two suffered multiple skull 
fractures, a cracked spine 
and 17 broken ribs and died. 

Parkes admitted 

manslaughter on grounds of 
diminished responsibility 
and Judge John Wait said 
depression “significantly” 
affected his judgment. 

Mr Powell arranged to 
meet Parkes’s wife, Jane, at 
the park on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 5. Parkes, aged 50, 
overheard and followed. 

He told police ‘he lost it’ 
as he saw his wife with Mr 
Powell and drove into Mr 
Powell. Parkes, of Arthur 
Road, Tipton, was doing 
27mph-34mph. 

Parkes was arrested at his 
home in Arthur Road, Tip- 
ton. Defence counsel Rachel 
Brand said Parkes had 
depression after he was diag¬ 
nosed with a disease which 
was slowly robbing him of 
his independence, and had 
left him in a wheelchair. 

After the guilty plea, 
Parkes’s mental state and 
the fact his physical condi¬ 
tion will bar him from activ¬ 
ities while in jail, the 
father-of-two got the mini¬ 
mum sentence, half served 
on licence.

A CROP of new hairdressers has 
moved into Stourbridge town 
centre - and local traders hope it 
shows a new wave of optimism 
for the struggling High Street. 

Two new barbers have opened in the town 
along with a unisex salon - bringing the 
total number of hairdressers in the middle 
of Stourbridge to 15. 

While the town has 36 empty shops among 
around 250 businesses, many traders are 
pinning their hopes on the expected opening 
of the £50 million Tesco store o bring a fresh 
lease of life. 

Newcomer Jimmy Trims in High Street 
opened in December in the former Stables & 
Co solicitors’ building. 

Mimzy Khatkar, who co-owns Jimmy 
Trims with his brother, Bally, said: “Stour¬ 
bridge is a decent High Street and we could 
afford the rent here.” 

In Market Street, another gents’ hair¬ 
dresser, Labichi, recently opened in a former 
art shop. Owner Hassan Labichi, aged 53, 
originally from Morocco. 

He said: “I’ve brought my customers with 
me and obviously hope that when Tesco 
opens it will attract more. There probably 
are too many hairdressers in the town now - 
but the good ones will survive.” 

A spokesman for Mad Hackers, which has 
opened at the former Polka Dot Paradise 
shop on the corner of High Street and 
Market Street, said the prospect of the new 
Tesco had given them the confidence to 
launch a new business. Established hair¬ 
dressers say they are not unduly worried by 
competition from the newcomers.

Film Choices 


The only thing getting 
hot and cross is the buns 


T hese days, you’d be hard 

pushed to find anyone who isn’t 
a fan of The Great British Bake 
Off. 

Something about the gentle, kindly 
nature of the show, and its judges 
Mary Berry and Paul Hollywood, 
serves as the perfect antithesis to the 
veritable glut of talent shows that 
dominate the schedules with their 
frequently barbed, scathing 
comments which seem designed to 
give contestants a nervous 
breakdown. 

Things never get too personal in the 
safety of the Bake Off kitchen, and 
although Paul has been known to set 
the odd bottom lip wobbling when he’s 
deemed a bake too uneven or a 
bottom too soggy, on the whole his 
and Mary’s criticisms are well received 
- after all, they are experts in their 
field. 

So, there are few pairings better 
placed to offer a masterclass on 
baking than these two. 

They gave us a helping hand last 
Christmas when they provided top tips 
on everything from perfect puds to 
mega mince pies, and now they’re 


back with The Great British Bake Off 
Easter Masterclass (BBC2, 8pm), to 

help us cope with the trials and 
tribulations that Easter baking 
represents. 

The kids are at home for a fortnight, 
and the grown-ups get a four-day 
weekend, so it’s the perfect time to get 
busy in the kitchen. 

However, there’s always a few 
pitfalls to avoid, as well as a few 
expert tips that really, if you’ll excuse 
the expression, put the icing on the 
cake - and here, Mary and Paul 
explain them all. 

They give step-by-step instructions, 
including easy to follow 
demonstrations of some of their 
favourite seasonal recipes, giving us 
all the best possible chance of 
replicating their successes. 

Among the treats on offer are 
perfect hot cross buns, without which 
no Easter would truly be complete. 

Another traditional treat for the time 
of year is simnel cake, a light fruitcake 
traditionally enjoyed after Lent, for 
which the pair have a sumptuous 
recipe. So far, so good, but this is 
Easter - where is the chocolate? 


Well, there’s a guide to creating 
delicious chocolate custard tarts - 
perfect for using up any spare bits of 
Easter Eggs that may be lying around 
(although that’s not usually too much 
of an issue for many households). 

Also on the menu is a zingy and 
refreshing lemon meringue nest 
serves as the perfect accompaniment 
to the rich cuisine on offer. 

With all these sweet treats to 
sample, one might be worried about 
piling on the pounds - but you only 
have to look at Mary to know that 
striking a balance isn’t impossible. 

As she told the Guardian recently, 

“It’s all about things in moderation. 

I do eat a good portion all the way 
through the Bake Off - because 
they’ve taken the trouble to make 
something, their parents are watching, 
and they want to see me have a 
proper slice. 

The next day I’m pretty careful. I do 
try to eat lots of salads and healthy 
foods.

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The new Ford Kuga is 
an all-round winner

Extra ground clearance is a bonus 


I KNOW you’re supposed to 
choose your family transport with 
sensible features like boot space 
and economy at the top of the 
list - and driving pleasure near the 
bottom, bumping along with alloy 
wheel options and the cupholder 
count. 

Well, Ford wasn’t listening when this 
agenda was published and the new Kuga, a 
fresh take on the successful first version, 
goes straight to the top of the class for 
anyone who doesn’t want to lose the fun of 
driving, moving from a nimble hatch to 
family holdall. 

And, after listening to the people who 
bought KugaMkl, the newcomer is roomier 
in the back and boot (but a tiny bit narrower 
and lower) and actually cheaper, model for 
model than the car it replaces. That shows 
both the pace of progress in making things 
for less, and perhaps, reflects the sobering 
fact that today’s new Ford faces a formida-

ble 38 rivals, when only 19 threatened nine 
years ago. 

Still, it’s worth Ford giving the new Kuga 
its best shot. When the first ones arrived in 
2008 the market for SUVs was modest; 
today the sports utility vehicle is the third 
largest new car sector. 

And a highly profitable one, I’ll wager, 
with buyers happy to add to the bottom line 
with tasty extras. 

Prices now start at £20,895, more than 
£1,000 less than the last model’s entry level 
version. That buys a 1.6 litre petrol Kuga in 
Zetec trim and front-wheel drive. 

Only one in ten buyers are likely to take 
this route, preferring instead to head up the 
price list for a diesel with all four wheels 
driven. The range tops out at £29,795 for the 
automatic diesel in Titanium X trim, but the 
non-X Titanium test car is the predicted 
biggest seller. 


That costs £355 less than before but adds 
a little more power and economy, along with 
easily folded rear seats (a single lever’s tug 
I each side), emergency assist, which calls 999 
if you can’t after a crash, hill start assist, 
which keeps the brakes on for a moment as 
you foot moves to the accelerator pedal, and 
enhanced cruise control with speed limiter. 

Pay £700 more and you’ll amaze your 
friends by opening the boot with a waggle of 
a foot beneath the rear bumper, where 
sensors detect your request and play Open 
Sesame. 

Shopping 

It closes the same way and would save you 
dropping arm-loads of shopping on a wet 
supermarket car park. Cheaper to buy less 
shopping, though. 

Parked alongside the old model, the 2013 
Kuga looks sharper and more interesting, 
with the same wraparound headlight treat¬ 
ment you’ll find on a Focus, which also, 
more subtly, donates the platform the car is 
built on and which makes it so good to drive. 

Perhaps the opposition (newcomers from 


Honda and Toyota with CR-V and RAV4, 
respectively, spring to mind) lack the simple 
joy of driving that modern Fords almost 
always provide, and which the height and 
extra ground clearance of the Kuga does 
little to dilute. 

The test car’s 161bhp diesel pushed the 
Kuga along with poise and verve, its steering 
feeling utterly connected to the road and 
gears ready to click into the next ratio like 
something more Silverstone than Surbiton. 

A brief foray off-road proved the Kuga will 
cope with flinty tracks and grassland 
churned gently towards mud by fellow 
Kugarists. A gymkhana parking field will 
hold no horrors. 

It managed the road test route with a 
certain firmness, that was oddly, but pleas¬ 
antly, lacking in a cheaper, less powerful 
diesel (£23,395 in Zetec trim) that also felt 
sweeter under the bonnet and hardly slower 
than its more powerful sibling. The bargain 
of the range, perhaps?

Baggies stand firm 
in war of attrition

ONE day in the future, Albion and 
Stoke will serve up a classic. 

But, for the time being, Baggies fans will 
have to content themselves with small 
crumbs of comfort when it comes to battling 
with the Potters, writes Steve Madeley. 

Last season, Roy Hodgson’s side finally 
ended the 30-year hoodoo that had so frus¬ 
trated Albion supporters on trips to the red 
and white half of the Potteries. 

And on Saturday, Steve Clarke’s men pro¬ 
vided further evidence that, while clashes 
between these sides still make for painful 
viewing, the days when the Baggies were 
battered into submission at the Britannia 
Stadium are gone. 

The sight of their side standing toe-to-toe 
with Tony Pulis’s men and refusing to give 
an inch must have cheered travelling Albion 
fans, who had little to smile about in enter¬ 
tainment terms from a thoroughly forget¬ 
table game on a damp and windy afternoon. 

Surprise 

The pattern of the match was utterly pre¬ 
dictable, given that Baggies and Potters fans 
have seen the same script played out count¬ 
less times in recent years. 

It was a dull, uneventful, attritional affair 
lacking in any fluidity that looked destined 
from the opening few minutes to result goal¬ 
less. 

In fact, it ended without a meaningful 
save from either Stoke keeper Asmir 
Begovic or Baggies counterpart Ben Foster 
and the only surprise, in the light of recent 
Albion heartbreaks in the fixture, was that 
Pulis’s men did not snatch something out of 
nothing to leave Clarke and Co pointless and 
frustrated. 

They had one chance to deliver their cus¬ 
tomary sucker-punch to the Baggies’ jaw 
when substitute Kenwyne Jones failed to 
make clear contact with a decent chance late 
in stoppage time. 

But that, after 93 minutes of virtually 


unbroken tedium, was the best chance of a 
game that was a dead cert to be last up on 
Match of the Day and was a little fortunate 
to make it into the final edit at all. 

For Albion, however, there was one big 
positive to cling to from a flat afternoon as 
their side, led by colossal centre-backs 
Gareth McAuley and Jonas Olsson and 
aided by the tenacious Claudio Yacob, made 
it clear throughout that they are soft 
touches no longer. 

Since the clubs were promoted together 
from the Championship in 2008, Stoke’s 
strong-arm approach to Premier League 
survival has flown in the face of the Baggies’ 
progressive methods under a series of man¬ 
agers. 

Yet the teams of Tony Mowbray and 
Roberto Di Matteo were too often barged 
aside by Pulis’s battering ram and even the 
current England boss, who did so much to 


remove the soft underbelly that had previ¬ 
ously held back the Baggies’ Premier 
League progress, found the Potters an 
extremely tough nut to crack. 

But Hodgson’s men claimed a landmark 
victory last season after another ugly spec¬ 
tacle and, while Clarke’s charges had to 
settle for a single point at the weekend, they 
underlined the fact that the solid perform¬ 
ance of 12 months earlier was not a one-off. 

On Saturday, the Potters went through 
their full, rudimentary repertoire of robust 
tactics. But, unlike on so many frustrating 
occasions in the recent past, they discovered 
the Baggies were unyielding in their deter¬ 
mination. 

In aesthetic terms, travelling fans jour¬ 
neyed up a slow-moving M6 fearing another 
brutal spectacle and their fears proved well- 
founded. 

The DNA of these two clubs is not compat¬ 


ible and, yet again, they produced 90 
minutes of desperately poor football. 

The hosts were the prime culprits but the 
Baggies, too, struggled to retain possession 
with their customary conviction and were 
dragged too often into matching the Potters’ 
brand of play. 

The first half did not bring a chance 
worthy of the name and the opening mo¬ 
ments of the second period saw in-form 
Baggies forward Romelu Lukaku fail to cap¬ 
italise on two difficult headed opportunities 
in moments that encapsulated his own frus¬ 
trating afternoon. 

Only deep in time added on, when the ball 
fell towards Jones, did Foster have genuine 
cause for concern but the effort flew straight 
at the keeper. 

It left Baggies fans satisfied with the 
efforts of their side but with precious few 
lasting memories to take away.
